AUSTRALIA’S OUTLOOK. 


Australis is a lend of great 
promises, of paradoxes, aad to 
some extent of lost opportunities. 
So say most observers after s 
sojourn of varying length in the 
principal cities of the Common- 
wealth, with s trip or two into 
the interior, or “ bush™ couctry. 
It may be that the conclusions 
arrived at by such more or Jess 
superficial observation of the 
country are inaccorate fo some 
extent, and, not entirely free from 
bzing coloured by preconceived 
prejudices. Be that as it may, 
there are not wanting those. who, 


men-wha, leaving the Mother 
country with 2 little capitarand 
a. great deal of optimism, 
have returned dissppointed, after 
several yoars of vain labour, to 
start Jifo all over again in the 
land of thelr birth. They were 
fine men, and might have made 
good colonists. Perhaps they 
merely strack a bad patch. After 
considering such cases, we turn 
to the opinions expressed by 
‘Australians ‘themselves. They 
all agree that their land is one 
with’ a great future before it 
bat some seem to think that the 
only hope will be through ao 
final suppression of the rampant 
Labour element in the Govern- 
ment. Such opinions’ may ba 
influenced by political feeiing. 
bat if the unprejudiced odserver 
analyses the causes of most o! 
the tronbles in the Common- 
wealth ha has good grounds for 
accepting that conclusion him- 
salf, ik 
The question of whether or not 
Australia is being properly 
adroinistered is of special interest 
now that a definite Labour 
majority is in the Governmect. 
When discussing a subject of 
this kind, howaver, ono bas to 
bear in mind that certain States 
are freer than others from this 
alleged blight on progress. In 
any case, one finds that, where 
Labour. practically, rales, there is 
more unrest, greater losses 
through strikes, and a bigger 
State debt—facts whicb practical- 
ly speak for themselves. In tha 
cities are Jarge numbers of ua 
employed, who would be out of 
work genywhere, as they are un- 
employable. They simply do not 
want work. Taey are tho drift 
from the rural areasthst accum- 
niates inthe urban districts. In 
the countryside, over thousands 
and thousands of acres, and 
among the business communities 
of the cities, one finds a typo of 
people equal to the finest in any 
part of Britain or the Empire. 
Chey are thrifty, industrious, and 
progres’ ve, and get on despite 
any handicaps of occasional mis-

the fature of Australia lies. They 
are the true backbone of the 
Iaad, the harvesters of its wealth, 
and the guardiaos of its 
treasures; and in contemplation 
of them even the pessimist feals 
hopefal of tbis great British 
overseas possession becoming, in 
the course of time, one of tho 
most prosperous regions of the 
globe, with its people a nation 
able to claim a place.among the 
leaders in world affairs.

This “Morning's Prize 
Distribution. 


H. F. the Governor 
Reginald Stubbs, K.C.M.G.) pres- 
ented the .prizes at Queen’s 


College this morniog, in the pres. ; 


ence of a big attendance of 
Parents and friends: of the 
scholars. 

Owing to the lateness of the 
hour at which the ceremony con- 
cluded we have not time to make, 
a full report to-day. 

The Headmaster (Mr. , B 
Tanner), in the course of "via 

+ aonusl report, said:-— 

| Attendsnce.—The total number 
of scholars enrolled during the 
yesr ending December Slat. 
was 799, of 95 less than in the 

. previous year. This discrepancy 
18 Dot so great as may ac first 
sight appear, Bince the previous 
school year consisced of 18 months 
duriog which admissions were 
made on three separate occasions, 
while of tne 799 boys who attend. 
ed in 1922 simoss-all were en- 
rolled at the beginning of the 
year. The average daily at- 
tendance throughout the year 
was 645, showing a very sstis- 
factory increase of 103 over that 
of 1921. 

Staf—The year was & very 
fortunate one for tha school in 
that it witnessed an uousually 
small number of changes in the 
staff, 

_ Discipline.—The discipline of 
the school has been, as usual, 
well maintained. Notwithstand- 
ing the great reduction in the 
average age of our boya and the 
large nombera in most of our 
clnases, an astonishingly small 
amount ofeffort is required to 
keep them under control and 
bard at work, Two principal 
causes cantribute, perbaps, ta 
this desirable state of asffirs. The 
first and, I think, much the less 
important in the knowledge the 
boys have, that for any infringe- 
meot of rule they are very 
promptly dropped upon. Then, 
by most Chinese fathers the 
Money expended upon the educa. 
tion of their sons is regarded as 
an investment for which they 
expect an adequate return; 
this being so, and in view of the 
great competition existing to 
gain admission to the school, 
“our boys are very. keen to keep 
their places and io most cases 
show a settled determination to 
benefit as much as possible from 
the means of education provided | t 
for them. Beneath all this lies, 
of course, the deep-seated resect 
. the Chinese bave always had for 
learning and for those by whom 
they are well taught and 
goverened, . 

Health of School.—The health 
of the school was, onthe whole, 
‘better than usual. Dr. Esler 
examined all new boys enrolled 
‘during the year, and those re- 
commended by him for treatment 
received attention from Dr, Mor- 
risop; of these latter, 64 were 
supplied with spectacles by 
Messrs Lazarus. .Tothe medical 
staff of the Alice Memorial 
Hospital, .juat below us in 
Aberdeen Street, I. wish -to 
express our gratitude for their 


prompt attention to casualties and 
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I for their kininess in reporting |ly 


upon bors suffering from slight 
ailments who are often sent to 


putio, and although we are never 
quite satisfied. with examin- 
ation . results’ 1 feel that 
the work itself may 
justly described as satisfactory. 
The University Matriculation 
and Junior Local Examinations }s 
have taken the place respectively 
of our annual Class 1 and Class 
11 examinations.” In November, 
a total of 37 boys from our 
senior class sat for the Univer- 
sity exarninations, 32 taking 
the Matriculstion “papers and 
45 the Senior Local: of 
these, 17 boys qualified for 


Matriculation . hile 7 were 


3922 | awarded a Serior Local pass and 


13 failed. Our star student and 
head prafect, Lo Tung-fan was 
awarded Matriculation Honours 
with distinction in English, 
Geography and Trigonometry; 
he was also the winner of the 
President of China Scholarship. 
Distinctions were also awarded 
to William Hong Sling; Tsui- 
Hung-kee and Leung Wing: 
ching—to the first two in drawing 
and to the third in geography. 
The whole of our Claes 2 boys, 
forming 4 divisions and number. 
ing 97, a8 against 56 last year, 
sat for the Junior Lozal examinoa- 
tion and of these 63 passed and 
gained 30 distinctions, while 34 
failed, Although these results 
are not mearly so gratifying 
as were those of our last. year’s 
Juniors, it is much better that 
the standard should be raised 
bere and boys kep: back who are 
unfit for promotion ta the Matri- 
culation or Senior Local classes. 
We admit no boy to either of 
these classes until he has passed 
bis Junior Local examination. 
In previous years’ wo have 
always been awarded & 
number of distinctions ia 
Chinese; this year we did not 
obtain any, and in looking through 
the list of results issued by the 
University I notice that not a 
single distinction in Chinese was. 
gained by a Hongkong student 
hiking the November examina- 
tions. It will be interesting to 
discover if this is the result of an 
all-round falling offin the quality 
of the work or of the adoption by 
the University examinors of more 
drastic methods of dealing with 
marks. . . 
-l em pleased “to say that in 
February we were able to begin 
work io our newly-fitted Chemis- 
try worked through by the two 
Junior Local divisions on the 
“Matriculation” side, whether 
judged by the ac tual work done 
or by resulta in the University 
examination, was highly satis- 
factory.
